But a relatively-small budget item has 
become a point of intense opposition be- 
tween human service advocates and the 
governor’ and State Representative 
Jane Campbell is taking the point on the 
issue. 

The issue is the states program to 
help subsidize day care for low-income 
working families. According to the 
Voinovich administration. the state now 
provides day care subsidies for 35,000 
childten at a cost of $73.5 million for the 
biennium -- more than double the cost 
when the Voinovich administration took 
office. Under the previous budget 
families earning up to 185 percent of 
poverty -- or a little more than $22,000 
per year for a family of three -- were 
eligible for subsidized day care 


But the new budget reduced the 
eligibility for the program for new 
recipients to those having income no 
more than 133 percent of poverty, or 
$15,814 per year. And those making 
above the poverty level who remained 
enrolled in the program saw a significant 
increase in their day

Campbell charged. The governor's 
budget. proposal had. originally 
recommended the elimination of all 
families from the program whose 
income was above the federal 
poverty line. 

Later, after the House of Repre- 
sentatives increased the funding 
for the day care subsidy by $15.4 
million over the biennium from the 
governor's recommended amount 
and maintained eligibility for those 
earning up to 185 percent of pover- 
ty, the Ohio Senate slashed the 
funds from the levels proposed by 
the House. The subsequent 
agreement -- which was ultimately 
accepted by all parties -- was that 
new families earning over 133 per- 
cent of poverty would be 
eliminated from the program, and 
the large increases in fees were 
mandated 

Campbell chided the governor 
for#AfS support for the Senate posi- 
tio. “If we are really serious about 
eliinating welfare dependency, 
weSmust provide support to low-in- 
come working families so that they 
cag stay employed and provide 
safe child care while parents work 
Cam pbell said in her article. How- 
ever. "when Ohio's working

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"The new day care fee 
schedules are fair and guarantee 
access to those families who are 
undergoing the toughest financial 
struggles," Tompkins said. He as- 
-serted that a family of three with an 
income of $11,000 per year would 
only pay $15 a month for day care, 
and that a similar family with an 
income of $20,000 per year would 
have half the cost of day sub- 
sidized, Tompkins added that the 
language will allow an increase in 
the number of poverty-level 
families enrolled in the program of 
almost 100 percent, from 8,500 to 
16,000. 

“Within limited available fund- 
ing, the state is providing substan- 
tial day care support to Ohio's 
working poor," Tompkins con- 
cluded, “This should be con- 
sidered a tremendous bipartisan 
achievement, not the subject of 
political bickering." 

But in fact, the “political bicker- 
ing" is unquestionably part of the 
reason for the debate. And that 
bickering is tied to the shaping of 
the campaign issues for the 1994 
election. 

Democrats have complained 
that Voinovich is the “Teflon Gover- 
nor," to which no complaint or prob- 
lem will stick, However, if there 
was one issue which threatened 
and wounded the governor during 
his first budget, it was the 
governor's threatened elimination 
of the state's general relief pro- 
gram. That threat brought out 
thousands of poor persons and 
their advocates to Columbus to 
protest, and resulted in a visibly- 
shaken Voinovich crying before 
reporters that he was doing the 
best he could, 

The debate over day care is one 
that addresses the most fun- 
damental political and ideological 
issues in the current climate -- per- 
sonal responsibility and the reduc- 
tion of the welfare state, tis clear 
that, whatever the philosophical 
differences between the House 
Democrats and the Republican 
governor on this issue, there is also 
the sense among House 
Democrats that the theme of as- 
sisting those working poor citizens 
who are trying to escape poverty 
and welfare is a powerful one with 
the voters, and one that may cause 
them to view the governor in a dif- 
ferent light 

Of course, the gubernatorial 
election is more than a year away, 
and currently the Democrats have 
no clear leader to replace the 
governor, But the battle lines are 
already forming, and the Campbell 
attack certainly points toward what 
is likely to be a Democratic strategy 
in 1994

According to Kingseed, the plan 
would save $1 million per year, by 
eliminating 23 jobs, including some 
managerial and supervisory jobs 

. But a coalition of community 
leaders, including several who cur- 
rently run community-based or- 
ganizations funded in part by the 
city, question whether the elimina- 
tion of the office is in the best inter- 
ests of the city of Columbus. 

A public letter by the group 
called the "Concerned Citizens to 
Preserve the Human Services 
Department.” charges that the 
elimination of the department would 
Significantly impact the provision of 
human services in Columbus. 

* "It would be a-detriment to the 
community if the Human Services 
Department was eliminated,” the 
open letter said. Various social 
service agencies throughout the 
community rely heavily on the al- 
location of funds. administered by 
the Human Services Department 
for essential programs. There is 
concern that by outsourcing this 
function, criteria or formulas may be 
altered and consequently-have-ad- 
verse effects on agencies."

Kingseed denied Such an im- 
pact. The plan is “absolutely not" 
designed to reduce social services 
funding, Kingseed saidy "We're just 
trying to find a better way to get the 
dollars out to the community.” 

But Curtis Brooks, director of the 
Columbus Metropolitan Area Com- 
munity Action Agency (CMACAO) 
and a signer of the community let- 
ter, expressed concern about the 
broader implications of the elimina- 
tion of the Human Services Depart- 
ment 

"We're trying to save the Human 
Services Department so we can 
have some type of citizens jnput 
into the administration," Brooks 
said 

The letter noted that the depart- 
ment has seen its budget cut from 
$14 million to S6 million, and its Staff 
from 90 31.-since 1992. The major 
slice was the shifting of the ad- 
ministration of the city's Community 
Development Block Grant funding, 
which provides for loans and grants 
to upgrade housing in blighted 
neighborhoods. to the Develop- 
ment Department. 

That shift was one of a number 
of recommendations contained in a 


* Participate in or be supportive 
of community programs or activities 
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study by the Urban Land Institute 
(ULI), which was commissioned by 
Mayor Greg Lashutka to review the 
city's programs assisting those in 
low-income and blighted neighbor- 
hoods. 

Brooks noted. “when they 
stripped that department ‘of hous- 
ing. they took the power base away 
from it. Now they're whittling away 
at it.” poten 

Clifford Tyreé. who headed the 
predecessor agency to the Depart- 
ment of Human Services, the Com- 
munity Relations Department, was 
not a member of the group pressing 
for the maintenance of the depart- 
ment, but he supported its efforts 

"Rather than abolishing the 
department, the department needs 
enhancement rather than abandon- 
ment." Tyree.said, “It shouldn't be 
fragmented by shipping the pieces 
here, there and everywhere.” 

Tyree was hoping for the com- 
munity to respond to the disman- 
tling plan 

"| think there-should be some 
advocacy." Tyree said. "If the com- 
munity.doesnt respond. it's likely to 
be dismantled.”

Wisdom on police chases 


ichard and Brenda Ferguson will not gain the 

benefit of Columbus Police Chief James 

Jackson's decision to limit the police division's 
use of-high-speed chases to-catch suspected criminals. 
Butitis quite likely that, if they had heard of it, they would 
have applauded it. 


The Fergusons; you will recall, were-killed on March 
28 of this year when a young auto thief rammed them 
at high speed as they were traveling through a green 
light at Ohio Ave. and Main St. The young man had 
been involved in a high-speed chase with a police 
officer, 

In the wake of another such incident -- in which 
fortunately, no one was killed -- Chief Jackson has 
decided to put the brakes’on these speeding 
automobiles. The new interim policy wil) prohibit 
chases in which the individual is suspected of only a 
misdemeanor or a property offense 

High-speed chases to retrieve stolen cars can be 
used only when the car thief is endangering life 

Sadly, Fraternal Order of Police boss Larry Deck has 
opposed the policy. He believes that it ties the hands 
of the police officers. But Jackson's policy calls for the 
use of other strategies, including calling in other 
cruisers or the use of helicopter support. to address the 
problem 

The high-speed chase is a dangerous strategy -- 
that is often destructive, always dangerous and is many 
times futile. In the accident which occurred on Septem- 
ber 16, a police officer was chasing.a suspected auto 
thiéf When ne crashed into a woman going towork,-The. 

- cruiser was destroyed; the womans car was badly 
damaged -- and the suspected car thief got away. 

He was arrested two hours later -- without the use 
of a high-speed chase. 


In other words, the very act which was designed to 
catch the auto thief merely resulted in the destruction 
of city property; the injuring of a police officer and an 
innocent bystander, and the endangering of others on 
the highway in what was ultimately a useless venture, 
in which the arrest was effectuated by more traditional 
means 

And the tragedy of the event is compounded by the 
fact that the car which the police officer was chasing 
was eventually determined not to have been stolen at 
all 

Fhe-high-speed.chase |s one of the most dangerous: 
strategic Maneuvers in the police officer's arsenal. The 
Columbus Dispatch, in a recent series on deadly 
chases. showed that Columbus police are involved in 
crashes in high-speed chases more than any other 
police agency in the nation, and at a rate double the 
national average. According to cily records. 52 
cruisers were wrecked jast year. Over the past four 
years. five out of ever 10 chases resulted in a crash. 

This kind of "Starsky and Hutch’ police work. while 
always successful (or at least thrilling) on television 
can have disastrous effects on the people and property 
that police officers are sworn to protect 

Chief Jackson's interim policy is just that -- an interim 
policy. It may be refined in the future. We recognize 
the concern that some in the police division have that 
individuals may escape who have committed serious 
crimes, Yel it is clear that, given the frustrating history 
of high-speed chases in Columbus. this policy is a 
welcome step to protect all the citizens of the city -- 
even those who may have had their cars stolen 

Richard and Brenda Ferguson would undoubtedly 
applaud it -- if only they were alive to do so

blight of racism in American life when it took a civil 
rights suit to integrate the public housing complex 
in Vidor, Texas. 


I: was a disturbing commentary on the continuing 


It was alarming when, after the complex was in- 
tegrated by federal order, all those Blacks who finally 
came to live in the complex were finally forced out by 
harassment and threats -- including the agitation of the 
Ku Klux Klan 

And it was tragic when the final resident, Bill 
Simpson, was killed in Beaumont, Texas, on the very 
day that he had moved out of Vidor. That brutal death 
symbolized the appalling waste of human life and 
opportunity that racism creates. 

Now, Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Secretary Henry Cisneros -- himself a Texas 
native, himself appalled by the tragedy -- has decided 
to act. He has. ordered, the federal government

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New day at EOC: 


In the past three months. the 
States Equal Opportunity Center 
has been getting the kind of attention 
that nobody likes 

The agency. which is responsible 
for the state s certification of minority 
businesses and the monitoring of the 
states efforts to comply with the 
MBE law. has been hit by a barrage 
of investigations by” three different 
State agencies -- the Hignway Patrol 
the Inspector General. and the State 
Auditor. Already..three persons 
have been arrested for irrequiarities regarding their 
payment as temporary workers for the EOC, and two 
of those have been fired 

The Highway Patrol-1s-aiso investigating whether 
certain minority businesses were improperly certified 


The agency's decision to add Asian Indians to the 
list of approved minorities. which was declared illegal 
by the Ohio Attorney General, also generated a great 
deal of scrutiny 

But the agency's new boss. Carolyn Harper. is 
looking forward to changing the press and public atten- 
tion from one of investigations to congratulations for its 
successes 

Harper. who previously served.as Governor George 
Voinovich,s executive assistant for economic develop- 
ment, was asked on June 14 to take over the EOC 
She replated Booker Tall. who stepped down for health 
reasons ‘ 

At that time. it was.revealed by the Department of 
Administrative Services, which houses the EOC. that 
the agency s operations were being investigated by the 
State Highway Patro!. Subsequently. the Biack Etected 
Democrats of Ohio called for the Inspector General to 
enter the investigation. and the Auditor began review- 
ing the agency's records to.determine whether there 
had been any financial irregularities. 

Harper. in an interview, did not know how long the 
various investigations would continue 

"| asked one entity Row long things will be before 
they finish. and they say. | don't know." Harper said 

But she is even putting a positive spin on the 
investigations 

"In the long run. whatever the reports are. we can 
use it as a blueprint for what not to do.’ Harper said 

But Harper is.not looking backward. She is attempt- 
ing to change the operations of the EOC. which she 
admits has seen its credibility damaged by the inves- 
tigations and allegations 

in prepared remarks given at a roundtable with 
reporters and advocates which she hosted. Harper 
said she has already begun to address the fiscal 
concerns which prompted the initial investigations. 

"No personal services contract or temporary ser- 
vices are in place. anc none will be unless they can 
pass a rigid justification test.”

_,{t prohibits “medical practitioners and their 
employees from “balance billing Medicare patients 
whose income is under 600 percent of the federal 
poverty level (600 percent of the federal poverty level 
is, for a single person. S3.485 monthly income and 
$41,820 annually): for & couple it is $4.715 monthly 
income and $56.580 annually) 

Who is a “medical practitioner"? 

The law lists 17 different professions. ranging trom 
surgeons to hearing aid dealers. aietitians and emer- 
gency medical technicians 

t is “balance billing"? 

This is charging a Medicare beneficiary more than 
Medicare approves 

Does this mean the practitioners have to take 
Medicare assignment? 

No. But for the patient the result is the same. Since 
Medicare s payment schedule is slightly higher for, 
practitioners who take assignment. it may make good 
sense torthein to accept assignment for nese patients.

Harper asserted that she had been given the man- 
date by the governor to make the EOC “the premier 
program of its kind in the nation,” To accomplish this 
goal..she has begun.to put in place some new 
programs 
0. counter complaints regarding the certification 

process, Harper has produced a policy and procedure 
manual for staff performing certification reviews. 

Harper is also working with the Director of Ad- 
ministrative Services to ensure that minority firms are 
more effectively included in the state’s big term con- 
tracts. The recommendation of the governor's Opera- 
tions Improvement Task Force -- that the state move 
to bigger term contracts for some items and eliminate 
ite Central Office Supply -- has resulted in the elimina- 
tion or reduction of business opportunities for anumber 
of minority firms, some have claimed. Harper is. sen- 
Sitive to that concern 

Advocates for minority and female construction 
workers had complained that the EOC had not been 
aggressive in reviewing construction contractors work- 
ing on state projects. Harper pledged to change that: 

In_addition to planning to develop a procedure 
manual for staff performing the construction reviews, 
the EOC is considering “not only more aggressive ¢ 
monitoring, but incentives." Harper said, “Sometimes 
businesses do things the right way because of dollar 
impact. We're looking at the incentive end as well as 
the citation end 

She is also planning to expand computerization of 
the office. in an effort to streamline the agency's cer- 
tification of minority businesses to eliminate long back- 
logs. 

*She is also planning to strengthen her agency's ties 
to the Minority Business Development Division in the 
Department of Development, as well as assisting 
minority businesses in gaining “mainstream” resour- . 
ces in the states other economic development 


programs _ 
But Harper believes that the key thing which mug} 
be regained is the credibility of her office °. 


"My real goal is credibility and accountability,” Har- 
per said. "We cant do anything if there's the percep- 
tion out that that we cant get the job done. And«- 
perception takes a long time to change."

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Prostate cancer rates 


higher in Black men» 


Prostate cancer is the second 
most common cause of cancer 
death among American men, and 
Blacks are a particular peril. Ac- 
gording to Dr, Frank Staggers, the 
incidence of prostate cancer is 
"greater among African American 
men than whites." The American 
Cancer Society and the Prostate 
Cancer Education Council estimate 
that in 1993 about 165,000 men wilt 
be diagnosed with prostate cancer 
and approximately 35,000 men will 
die from prostate cancer. 

Black men are being urged to 
take-advantage of free prostate 
cancer screenings being provided 
at about 1,000 sites throughout the 
United States during Prostate Can- 
cer Awareness Week, being ob- 
served through Thursday, Sept. 30. 
Information on screening site loca- 
tions, the dates and times for 
screenings at each site, and how to 
make an appointment for a screen- 
ing is available through a nation- 
wide toll free American Cancer 
Society telephone number -- 1-800- 
227-2345. = é 

Pr. Staggers, who is past presi- 
dént of the National Medical As- 


sociation and a urologist, points out ~ 


that “studies are going on" to deter- 
mine why the incidence of prostate 
canoer is higher among Black men 
than whites. He does not attribute it 
to higher sexual activity, but says 
that Black men "in their 40s should 
start to have annual screenings" be- 
cause they are among the group 
“most susceptible.to.the disease." 


He states that, "In most cases, 
prostate cancer can be treated suc- 
cessfully when it is diagnosed 
early,..before the tumor has és- 
caped the prostate gland and 
moved into other organs." Many 
high profile Black suffer the prob- 
lem. For example, Nation of Islam 
Minister Louis Farrakhan has 
recently been reported to under 
treatment for prostate cancer. "Oak- 
land Tribune” publisher Robert 
Maynard died at age 56 in August 
from prostate cancer. 

About one man in four diag- 
nosed with prostate cancer will die 
from the disease, but early detec- 
tion is important and a first step 
toward effective treatment. Located 
above the bladder and below the 
rectum, the walnut-sized prostate 
gland produces fluid that carries 
sperm from the testicles. The gland 
surrounds about the first inch of the 
urethra, the tube that carries urine 
from the bladder. Therefore, any 
enlargement or growth on the gland 
can impact urination. ¥ 

Prostate cancer is often without 
symptoms in its early stages, but 
the Prostate Cancer Education 
Couneil reports that, "When 
symptoms do occur, they usually 
include the need to urinate fre- 
quently, often at night; difficulty in 
starting urination or holding back 
urine; inability to urinate; weak or 
interrupted flow of urine; painful or 
burning urination; inability to 
urinate; blood in the. urine; painful 


ejaculation; and continuing pain in 
the back, hips, or upper thighs.” 

Council physicians state that, 
“these symptoms are associated 
with a less serious condition called 
benign prostatic hyerplasia (BPH) 
or enlarged prostate." Over one- 
half the men in the U.S, have some 
form of BPH, 

Men who suffer from any of the 
listed symptoms should see a 
urologist to determine the cause. To 
arrange for a free screening, men 
across_the nation must make an 
appointment. The number of ap- 
pointments for free.screenings are 
limited and are available, after a call 
to 1-800-227-2345, on a first come, 
first serve basis. 

Last year, about 500,000 men | 
were screened during awareness 
week. Dr. Staggers, a Meharry Col- 
lege graduate, says that several 
procedures can be used by 
physicians to diagnose prostate 
cancer. The most common diag- 
nostic procedure is a digital rectal 
exam. In this procedure, the 
physician uses a gloved finger to 
examine inside the rectal area to 
see if a hard lump or growth can be 
felt on the prostate gland. 

Another procedure for detecting 
the disease is a prostate specific 
antigen...or PSA...test. In this test, 
blood is drawn from the patient and 
the level of an antigen produced by 
the prostate gland in the blood is 
measured. Rising PSA levels can 
indicate the presence of prostate 
cancer.

Downsizing has 
become racist 


The Wall Street Journal last week con- 
firmed my suspicion that there is something 
fishy-going on with downsizing in American 
industry. | had come to that conclusion over 
lunch with a pal of mine only a week or so 
before the two-page article appeared in the 
Journal 

Before summarizing the Journal's re- 
search, here is what | said to my friend. | 
reasoned that if increases in the general 
population of our consUmer-based economy 
continues to support the expansion of cor- 
porations to meet those).needs, downsizirg 
just does not make sehse. That's number 
one 

Here is the basis for that argument: since 
the end of World War II and until recently, 
American corporations have been expand- 
ing their American workforces as the need 
for more products and services has in- 
creased with a rapidly growing population-- 
the baby boom, for example 

Since at least the late 1970s, it seems, the 
growth in the population which would con- 
tinue to support the growth in large corpora- 
tions has stabilized--at least, the white 
portion’ of that population has stabilized. 
There is even some indication in the 1990 
census that the white population has been 
dropping as a percentage of the general 
population 

Population increases have been occur- 
ring but primarily among the darker-skinned 
sectors. It is no coincidence, | argued, that 
downsizing is occurring at the same time that 
the white male portion of the population is 
shrinking as a percentage of the general 
population. 

Racial tensions these days are deeper 
than a simple matter of an economic slump. 
In the past, economic recoveries have usual- 
ly led to a lessening of racial hostilities. Not 
SO, this time. This time, werare talking about 
the very survival of a powerful sub-species- 
-the white race. The anti-abortionist move- 
ment is predominantly white for the same 
reason 

If white males won't have the population 
base to support continued economic expan- 
sion for themselves and their posterity, | said 
to my friend, what incentive is there for them 
to build bigger and bigger corporations? 

No, | Argue, they are using the current 
economic conditions, which they have 
helped precipitate, as an Opportunity to con- 
solidate what power they will have left.-And 
they are doing it through whatever means 
they find appropriate 

When you hear white males--not just any 
old white male--say, “we must become more 
sensitive to the cultural diversity of the 
minority sectors of the population", what they 
are really saying is: "we accept the edict of 
our computers which tell us that if we want 
to hang maintain our positions of power and 
influence, we'd better think about giving a 
little here and a little there. Never too much 
to jeopardize our positions, but enough to 
make hanging on a little safer." 

To say that technology is responsible for 
downsizing is to overlook the sector of the 
population that is primarily responsible for 
building, developing and maintaining control 
over technology--the same people that want 
to stay in power in the first place 

| said all that to my friend over lunch one 
day. » 

What the Journal article said is that 
blacks have suffered disproportionately in 
the dowsizing of America’s larger corpora- 
tions. Companies cited included Sears, Mc- 
Donatd; 1TT, Dial; Emerson Electric and 
several other well-known names. The 
Journal's study indicated that, in some. 
cases, the black workforce lost four times as 
many jobs as did their, counterparts in other 
populations. 

Those who lost less-and, in some cases, 


~sweven “picked up. positions<imathé- overall: 


workforce included Hispanics, Asians, white 
women, and, of course, white males. 
Reasons given for the jobs losses which 
blacks suffered included such things as plant 
closings in inner cities, etc., etc. 

The sector of the black workforce that 
gained was the managerial, better educated 
sector. (Now, wouldn't it just be a shame if 
we better educated blacks have been hired 
and promoted primarily to help adjust the 
workforce to the detriment of our "lesser" 
brethren. I'm not saying that is the case, but 
would it surprise you?) 

When confronted with the results of the 
study, company officials said such things as 
“we didn't know thése were the results we 
were produting. And we certainly didn't in- 
tend to see the black populations suffer the 
pang ee did,"

One of the continuing benefits of 
having served the United States in any

A rematch of the 1992 NAIA Division | 
Championship Marauders of Ohio's Central 
State University with the only team that beat 
them last year will be played at 2:30 p.m., 
Saturday, Sept. 25, in Ohio Stadium. 

The game is part of Capital City Classic 
Vv. a week-long celebration of African 
American culture held annually to raise 
money to support the Martin Luther King Jr., 
Performing and Cultural Arts Complex in 
Columbus, Ohio State's involvement is part 
of an ongoing cooperative partnership with 
the complex. Central State, 12-1 last year, 
will take on the ‘Raging Tigers of Texas 
Southern. University. This game will be the 
first time in the history of Ohio Stadium that 
historically Black colleges have taken the 
field. 

But, added Barbara Nicholson, '78 Ph.D 
director of the Martin Luther King Jr., Per- 
forming and Cultural Arts Complex, “the 
Capital City Classic is more than a football 
game. Although the event provides important 
funding for the complex, it also involves the 
kind of activities that build skills important to 


: youth," she explained. "Both athletics and 


the arts teach discipline,a skill important to 
work and life. People also have a good time- 
-it's a fun as well as educational festival." 

Located at 867 Mt. Vernon Avenue in 
Columbus, the arts facility has as its mission 
the preservation and celebration of the cul- 
ture Of African Americans through the use of 
creative expression. Its: performances, ex- 
hibitions and educational activities serve the 
greater’ Columbus; community, this year 
under the theme of “Investing In The Dream." 

Formerly called the King Bowl, the Capital 
City Classic was developed in 1989 by the 
King's Men, a volunteer service organization 
established to support the complex. The first 

ame was played in Cooper Stadium and 
featured Central State and West Virginia 
State College. 

The game was expanded to become a 
festival in 1992. Attendance increased more 
than 50 percent, and the festival proved to 
be the largest fundraising event ever to 
benefit the King Arts Complex. This year's 
contest features representatives of two of 
this country's historically Black colleges. 
There are now 117 such institutions in the 
United States,-each offering higher educa- 
tion programs in an environment in which 
African Americans constifute the majority of 
the university community. 

Texas Southern is a fairly recent addition 
to this American educational heritage, 
having opened its doors in 1947. Located in 
Houston, TSU has some 10,7000 students. 
It has programs leading to bachelor’s 
master's and Ph.D. degrees and has a law 
school. Some of its more prominent alumni 
include Mikey Leland, Congresswoman Bar- 
bara Jordan and jazz saxophonist Kirk 
Whalum 

Central State began in 1887 as a state- 
funded department at the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church's Wilberforce University in 
Wilberforce, Ohio. it had its own Board of 
Trustees, and its growth in size and scope 
eventually led to university status in 1965 
Central State is unique in that it is Ohio's only 
historically African-American public institu- 
tion of higher education. 

CSU grants the bachelor of arts, bachelor 
of science, bachelor of science in education, 
bachelor of manufacturing engineering, 
bachelor-of music and master of science in 
education degrees. Current enrollment is 
nearly 3,300. 

Among its prominent alumni are 
Metropolitan Opera star Leontyne Price, Ac- 
ting Secretary of the Army John Shannon 
and Maxima, Corp. president and CEO

Capital om Classic four times, compiling a 
2-2 mark. TSU has played once--last year-- 
and won 30-17. The two teams played in 
1991 in a regular game that TSU won 19-10

Abbey Lincoln has been called a jazz 
diva, and the pures living heir to the 
Le. 49 of Billie. Holiday. Yet when one 
looRs at the life of Abby Lincoln, what 
emerges is a portrait of a survivor, an 
artist constantly ahead of her time, and a 
soul searcher of incredible dignity and 
integrity. 

At 8 p.m, on-Friday. Sept. 24, Lincoln 
will open the 1993-94 performing arts 
season at the Martin Luther King Jr. Per- 
forming and Cultural Arts Complex, 867 
Mt. Vernon Ave. 

As a glamorous super club singer in 
the 1950s, Lincoln's stunning looks and 
theatricality soon placed her on the road 
to Hollywood stardom and commodifica- 
tion. As a result, she was Squeezed into 
a dress once owned by Marilyn Monroe 
for a song sequence Lincoln did in the 
1956 film “The Girl Can't Help It." and 
appeared on the cover of ‘Ebony" 
magazine, exploits that led to her being 
cast and defined as the "Black Monroe," 
The ‘60s found Lincoln moving. grow- 
ing, and changing, involved with other 
artists and intellectuals grappling with is- 
sues of racism and social injustice, This 
led to her experiments and collaboration 
with Oscar Peterson Jr. and Max Roach 
whom she married. aimed at synthesiz- 
ing the sophisticated dissonance of hard 
bop and free jazz with overtly political 
messages

She became a voice for the screaming 
rage of Black injustice and the Civil 
Rights Movement, This led to her record- 
ing of the infamous “Freedom Now 
Suite," an ardent blast at American 
tacism, and to her portrayals. of inde- 
pendent Black women in films such as 
‘Nothing But A Man” and-"For The Love 
of Ivy." in which she played opposite Sid- 
ney Poitier 

But there was not much demand for 
independent Black actresses in Hol- 
tywood, and as Lincoln has stated. "They 
said | wasn't commercial because | didnt 
know how to shut up and just sing a 
song,” 

During the period between 1973 and 
1983, Lincoln recorded sporadically for 
Japanese and European labels, Then in 
1988 and 1989. anew career blossomed 
when she began recording for the Verve 
label. The results are three critically ac- 
claimed albums in the last three years. 

To follow up last year’s widely ac- 
claimed "You. Gotta Pay The Band.” 
which went to number one on. the jazz 
charts, received a five star rating in 
“Down Beat" magazine and captivated 
international audiences. ‘Devil's Got 
Your Tongue" is another step in the ever- 
evolving career of this charismatic artist

Burkhart was considered a Columbus institution by 
friends and admirers. The open houses at his studio were 
famous throughout the city, and countless paintings by the 
artist have become cherished heirlooms in the collections

Burkhart was born on a farm near Kalidia, Ohio in 1905. 
After graduating from Ohio Wesleyan University in 1926 
he studied at the Art Student's League in New York, and 
then with Charles Hawthorne in Provincetown, Mass, He 
moved to Columbus in 1931 and taught for several years 
at the Columbus School of Art (now the Columbus College 
of Art and Design) before devoting himself to painting full 
time. 

During the 1930s he was commissioned to execute two 
major WPA murals in Columbus. He spent the past years 
of his life traveling the world as an instructor for the Inter- 
national School of America. He continued to paint until his 
death in 1969 

Roman Johnson met’ Burkhart in the early 1940s. Al 
though age and race separated ihe two-men, they were 
brought together. by their love of art and soon became 
friends. At the time they met, Johnson had already stydied 
painting under Cleveland artist Cletus Butler. More than a 
decade older than Johnson, Burkhart soon becamé the 
younger painter's mentor, instilling in him the belief than an 
artist should constantly strive "to improve his craft and 
create a better picture." 

Johnson worked alongside Burkhart for a few years 
before going to study in Paris and at the Art Student's
